‘CALL ME MADAM’ 
T_ISN’T OFTEN I have time to attend. the. movies.but_1 

did find time to see “Call Me Madam,” the sparkling 
comedy of United States politics and career diplomacy which 
has been entertaining many local fans during the last few 
weeks. 

It is one of the most amusing and entertaining screen 
productions. that. Hollywood..has..sent. here.for..some..time, 
with that brilliant comedienne Ethel Merman giving an in- 
imitable and hilariously funny portrayal of the party-giving 
ambassadress, addicted to undiplomatic—but very human— 
“faux pas” and to frequent long-distance calls to “Harry” 
in Washington, D.C. And, of course, the background of 
Irving Berlir music, to say nothing of gorgeous settings 
and scenes;-adds color to a piquant ‘prodtction: 


INSPIRED COMEDY 

My own enjoyment of “Cali Me Madam” was, if any- 
thing, spiced by the knowledge that its theme had its basis 
in fact, up to a point, that is. For the comedy frankly 
“spoofs” the career of Mrs. Perle Mesta, who made political 
history in the United States—and elsewhere, for that 
matter—when she was appointed Minister to Luxembourg in 
the early summer of 1949. 

But when President Truman took. thai\step,-Mrs, Mesta 
Had already had a headline-making careér, although not in 
the realm of diplomacy—in the political sense. 


PRIME PARTY-GIVER 

In the U.S. capital she had already achieved fame both 
as an indefatigable campaign worker for the Democtatic 
party and also as an indefatigable party-giver. A wealthy 
woman, Mrs. Mesta became known as a hostess who enter- 
tained on an unprecedented scale of lavish hospitality. 
And her clothes rated the headlines just about as often as 
her parties. 

Her appointment to the Luxembourg embassy naturally 
treated’ quite “a furore. “And the stories that came back of 
her breezy, informality and alleged disdain of the usual 
sticky subservience to precedent and protocol—those two 
main arteries of diplomatic life—intrigued millions of her 
countrymen and-inspired the Broadway stage and screen 
skit, “Call Me Madam.” 


LEAVES HER POST 

And this week, Mrs. Mesta’s career as a U.S. Minister 
to Luxemboutg ended. Along with other Truman diplomatic 
appointees, she submitted her- resignation before the in- 
auguration of President Eisenhower. There had been some 
speculation, however, that she might continue in the post 
since General Eisenhower and his wife visited her {fre- 
quently while he was NATO commander in Europe. 

But it evidently was not to be. For on April 13 she 
left that little duchy, which is tucked away between Ger 
many, Belgium and France, for London, where she has an 
apartment and where she will remain’ for the. Coronation. 
After that she will travel for some time in Europe and 
the Near East, returning to Washington in the fall 


ATTAINED FAME 

Mrs. Mesta was pointed out to me the last time I was 
in Washington a few years ago, but beyond that I know 
little of her except—as Will Rogers used to say—‘what I 
read in the papers.” 

But whatever her political enemies may say of her 
shortcomings as a career diplomat—and after seeing “Call 
Me Madam” I am wondering if they really were short- 
comings, after all'—no one can gainsay her ability to make 
headlines for her parties, whether those parties were polit- 
ical or private ones. 

And the mere fact of having inspired a Broadway stage 
and screen hit may ensure her a more lasting niche in the

6,000 Applaud Goodman's 
Return to Carnegie Hall 


NEW YORK (UP) — Benny 
Goodman and his fabled swing 
band of the 1930's scorched 
Carnegie Hall in a comeback 
concert that kept 6,000 happy 
fans shouting and stomping 
into the early morning hours 
today 

The 43-year-old King of Swing 
led 14 old-time henchmen 
through two full programs of 
the tunes that made swing a 
national craze in the years be- 
fore the Second World War. 

The concert was the kick-off 
of a national tour Goodman 
and his re-formed band will 
make this month and next. 

Carnegie Hall's 2,800 seats 
were filled for both programs 
one starting at 8.30 p.m. and 
the other at midnight. Standecs 
lined the aisles. “Ticket scalp- 
ers jostled customers outside 
offering steep prices for seats. 

When the band “jumped off” 
with their famous arrangement 
of “Bugle Call Rag,” there was 
an uproar that drowned out 
the music. 

But the biggest 
the night came with “Sing, 
Sing, Sing”—a wild 20-minute 
ride paced by Goodman's clari- 
net, Gene Krupa’s drums and 
Charlie Shaver’s trumpet.

AVING NOTED WITH LITTLE 
sympathy the bruises suffered 
by “laté-comers “who clambered 
aboard the Social Credit bandwagon 
and have been pushed from pre- 
ferred positions by nomination meet- 
ings in the city and Saanich, 
observers are now drawing more 
serious conclusions from the 
scrambles and tumbles’ that have 
occurred. 

The .nominations indicate Social 
Credit units are more interested in 
selecting bona fide Social Crediters 
than “popularity” candidates for the 
two ridings. What justification there 
may be for the suggestion that 
Premier Bennett had favored some 
of the men not chosen remains specu- 
lative at this time. 

The impression persists, however, 
that his blessings had been bestowed 
on “nanie™ ‘personalities Whose repu- 
tations in public life might attract 
sufficient support to win seats. _In 
Victoria no newcomers were drafted 
The nominations were given-to two 
candidates who had been defeated 
in the last provincial election and to 
one other individual whose associa- 
tions with the movement were not 
of immediate, pre-election inspira- 
tion. A similar course was, followed 
in Saanich. : 

The results suggest two develop- 
ments, one speculative, the other 
more positive. On the assumption 
that Mr. Bennett wanted “popular- 
ity” candidates—an assumption that 
is not documented but widely held- 
the riding groups apparently differ 
with the views of their leader. If 
that conclusion is correct—and again

elected, secondary consideration only 


A Brighter Look 


1E BUTLER BUDGET, AN- 

nounced this week in London, 
appears to be the most optimistic 
economic report to come out of Brit- 
ain since the end of the war. 

The budget, which estimates a 
surplus of $781 millions, lowers taxes 
in a number of categories—the first 
such relief for several years. Income 
taxes are reduced by sixpence in 
the pound, purchase * taxes—which 
range from 3314 per cent to 100 per 
cent—are decreased by one-quarter, 
and the crippling levy of 30 per cent 
on all profits over a certain total will 
be removed effective next January 1. 

Back of these reductions, which 
should give the British taxpayer a 
needed easing of his burden and 
thereby stimulate production, lies a 
much more favorable economic pic- 
ture than has been possible in recent 
years. 

A key feature of this happier out- 
look is the course of British ‘overseas 
trade. In 1951 Britain had a trade 
deficit: with the rest of the world 
amounting to more than $1.1 billion. 
In 1952, Mr. Butler reveals, this was 
changed to, a trade surplus of more

How long could that appearance 
be-maintained if the regular, veteran 
Social Crediters, more concerned 
with Social Credit than Mr. Ben- 
nett’s techniques, came to power? 
And what would that mean to the 
economy, to investment capital and 
to the social structure of British 
Columbia? 

There were, of course real Social 
Crediters in the last administration 
as well as fugitives from old line 
parties. With few, and notable, ex- 
ceptions they did not. seize the op- 
portunity to press their doctrines. 
Should a Social Credit government 
with a clear majority attain power, 
what grounds would exist to guaran- 
tee moderation and reasonable re- 
straint in its operations? 

These are matters that 
serious thought following 
nominations. There was more to 
those nominations, than the some- 
what hilarious spectacle of so-called 
“Johnny-come-latelys” tumbling over 
the bandwagon tailboard

than $800 millions. That means that 
in total Britain is exporting more 
goods and services than she import- 
ed; she is living within her means. 

The picture, of course, is some- 
what more complicated than that. 
As Mr. Butler pointed out, “we must 
not forget that last year we were 
helped by U.S. defense aid. We re- 
ceived £120 millions ($336 millions) 
and we are very grateful for it.” 

Statistics on gold and dollar re- 
serves of the sterling bloc also tell 
a promising story. At the end of last 
March, the reserves stood at $2.1 
billions, which was nearly half a bil- 
lion more than they had been the 
year before. The steady dwindling of 
reserves that marked the postwar 
years appears to have been arrested. 
“This: is an achievement of which 
Britain can be proud,” Mr. Butler 
observed. 

The austerity living of the British 
citizen apparently is paying off, even 
to the extent of a removal of sugar 
rationing. The effort is far from 
over, but the progress, reflected in 
the latest budget by the Churchill 
government, is most encouraging?

After a short rest period the squirm 
ing fishlet again struggled violently 
pulled free of the shell and lay on its side 
gasping in the darkness of its shelter 
Others quickly followed suit until before 
long many alevins were resting among 
the egg shells in the spaces beneath the 
gravel 

Some hatching embryos were less for 
tunate at this critical stage of their life 
A few, by some mischance, began to 
emerge tail first and became hopelessly 
trapped with the head still enclosed in 
the egg membrance. Unable to free 
themselves in their constricted quarters 
they died. A few others began to hatch 
in the normal manner but possibly be 
cause of some inherent weakness they 
failed to-complete the strenuous process, 
expiring partly emerged.

Canada’s Trade 
Will Hit New 
Highs in 1953 


OTTAWA (BUP)—Canadians 
nave’ never” been more pros’ 
perous and the country can look 
for another good year in 1953, 
Trade Minister C. D. Howe said 
last night. 

Presenting the spending pro- 
gram. of .his department. to. the 
Commons, Howe said present 
Canadian. expansion was __not 
based on temporary boom con- 
ditions and was not a “flash in 
the pan.” 

“It reflects the growing diver- 
sity and adaptability of Canada’s 
industry and the capacity to 
produce economically an_ in- 
creasing proportion of the 
world’s requirements.” 

Howe described 1952 as “a 
year of notable progress in 
standards of living for the Cana- 
dian people.” 

“Capital investment absorbed 
no less than 22 per cent of our 
national output,” he said, “and 
there is every reason to believe 
that investment outlays will 
show _a_ further. significant in- 
crease in 1953.” 

He said there were indications 
that outlays for housing, trade 
establishments and other con- 
struction would be considerably 
increased in 1953. 

“In total,” he said, “it is now 
estimated that the 1953 capital 
expenditure program will in- 
volve outlays of $5,400,000,000, 
compared with $5,100,000,000 ex- 
pended last year.” 

Howe said that if investment 
plans were realized, this would 
be the sixth straight year in 
which capital outlays reached 
more than 20 per cent of total 
national production. 

He painted a bright picture 
of Canadian export trade and 
replied to suggestions that Can- 
ada was trading too much with 
the United States for her own 
good. 

Exports amounted to $4,400,- 
000,000 in 1952, a 10 per cent in- 
crease over the previous record 
year 1951. 

Livestock producers took a 
setback because of the outbreak 
of foot and mouth disease but 
“grain producers have bene- 
fitted from a record crop accom- 
panied by a strong world mar- 
ket for their product.” 

“In the present crop year,” 
Howe said, “we expect to ex- 
port all the wheat that can be 
handled by our transportation 
and storage facilities. 


STRONG POSITION 

“The continuing world-wide 
demand for our major export 
products and the relative stabil- 
ity of our export prices provide 
evidence of a basic strength of 
Canada’s position in world 
trade,” Howe said. 

Canada had been fortunate in 
having U.S. markets open and 
receptive to her goods during a 
period when trade with her tra- 
ditional markets in European 
and sterling area countries were 
reduced, the trade minister de- 
clared. 

But he added: 

“I am pleased to say that al- 
most all of the $400,000,000 in- 
crease which took place in our 
exports in 1952 went to coun-

Passing along the street the 
Other day I saw a lawn with a 
few patches of what looked like

They were 
clusters of 
newly opened 
daisies, the little 

Connell old - ‘fashioned 
wild flower of childhood reco} 
lections—the “little flower with 
silver crest and golden eye” 
that the poet Montgomery sings 
of 

Its name “Bellus,” 
latin for “beautiful,” 
“charming,” “lovely,” well ex 
presses the delight it has given 
for hundreds of years to old 
and young. The garden double 
ones lack the golden centre and 
thus miss one of the flower’s 
chief charms—its “silver crest 


botanical 


and golden eye,” to say nothing 
of its crimson outer ring, 
Burns’ “modest crimson tip. 

When I reached Pemberton 
Woods, that neglected public 
park, I came on another flower 
we commonly associate with 
daisies, the buttercup The 
very name recalis green 
pastures and herds of cows and 
cool daisies. 

One sees little children in the 
grass plucking the golden flow 
ers and holding them up under 
each other's velvety chins to 
watch for the reflection .of the 
petals on the tender skin 

It has one of the purest 
English names of all our plants 
in its compound of two homely 
terms. Botanically it belongs to 
a long and vigorous family with 
the surname of Ranunculus, 
meaning “a little frog.” This 
seems a curious name until we 
remember that the species that 
head the list of buttercups tn a 
flora are all water-lovers and 
are found in those wet places 
frequented by frogs.

Dr. F. T. Fairey 


Mrs. Rolston Names 
Deputy Minister 


Retirement of Dr. F. T. 
Fairey as deputy minister 
of education and appoint- 
ment of Harold L. Camp- 
bell as his successor was an- 
nounced today by Education 
Minister Tilly Rolston. 

The change will be effec- 
tive June 30. 

Dr. Fairey actually was due 
to retire on his 65th birthday 
last November, but remained in 
the civil service at the request 
of the Social Credit govern 
ment, which had not been long 
in power, and wanted the bene- 
fit of his experience. 

Dr. Fairey joined govern- 
ment service in 1938 as director 
of technical education. He be- 
came deputy minister in 1945 
upon the retirement of the late 
Dr. F. J. Willis. 

A few years ago he was se- 
lected by the federal govern- 
ment and by UNESCO to help 
set up a new educational sys- 
tem in Burma. He obtained 
leave of absence from his gov- 
ernment post here to undertake 
that assignment 

Born in England, he came to 
Canada in 1907. He served dur. 
ing the First World War with 
the Canadian Motor Machine 
Gun Brigade. 

After the war, in Vancouver 
he played an active part in the 
militia and became command 
ing officer of the Irish Fusiliers 
Regiment in that city 

He held many different teach 
ing posts before entering the 
civil service. 

Mr. Campbell, his successor 
is a native Victorian, the son 
of the late J. M. Campbell, for 
many vears principal of North 
Ward School 

A man of wide experience. he 
has taught in one-room coun- 
try schools and“in large city 
schools. He was principal of 
Esquimalt’s Lampson Street 
School prior to joining the edu 
cation department in 1928 as a 
provincial inspector of schools. 
Later he became vice-principal 
of the Provincial Normal Schoo) 
and director of the summer 
school. 

He was a municipal inspector 
of schools in Victoria after that, 
and served as such until Sept., 
1945, when he was appointed as- 
sistant superintendent of edu- 
cation and chief inspector of 
schools. 

Mr. Campbell was called upon 
to direct the program of alco- 
hol education in the schools and 
was also put in charge of the 
curriculum division of the de- 
partment.

Friday's bank hold-up in Oak 
Bay is the first in the Greater 
Victoria area since February 16, 
1949, when a lone bandit brand- 
ished a gun at Bank of Com- 
merce staff members in the Bay 
and Douglas branch and escaped 
with an estimated $7,000. 


He escaped but was later shot 
and killed by a police constable 
after robbing a Vancouver bank. 
The bandit was identified by 
police as the man who held up 
the Victoria bank.

Spanking Won't Save 
Baby-Sitter Problem

When a girl is old enough to act as a baby-sitter, she is 
much too old to be spanked. What sort of discipline ‘could she 
maintain with children if they saw her spanked? The man who

(Q) “We have a baby-sitter who is very 

persistent in what she does. She is not just our 

baby-sitter but visits quite frequently in our 

home. I like her when she behaves herself, 

but at times she snoops around the house. She 

invites girl friends over and they start to fool 

around and break things. When I speak to 

her, she gets her temper up and calls me all 

sorts of names. She is 13 years of age, and, 

believe me, if she were my daughter, I would 

have taken her across my knee 

know if I spoke to her parents about her con- 

Hurtlock duct, they would stop her from keeping the 
children altogether. Do you think a good sound spanking would 
solve the problem?” 

(A) The only thing a good sound spanking would do, other 
than to relieve your own pent-up annoyance, would be to lose 
your baby-sitter. What makes you think she would ever set 
foot inside your home again? I can assure you that neither 
she nor her parents would be on speaking terms with you 

A girl of 13 is much too young to have the responsibility of 
staying alone in a house with children. She has certainly de 
monstrated this by her immature behavior. Everything she 
does when you are aut of the house suggests that she is a child 
herself. 

Instead of spanking this girl for acting her age, as she is 
doing, you would do better to spend your time looking for a 
suitable person with whom to leave your children. Don't try to 
get another young girl or you will run into similar problems 
to correct. It would be better to employ an older woman 

If you do not know anyone who does baby-sitting work, 
speak to your minister. There are generally, in every congrega- 
tion, widows who supplement their incomes by going out as 
baby-sitters

| Bruce Hutchison, editor of 
| The Victoria Daily Times, has 
won the National Newspaper 
Award for the best Canadian 
editorials of 1952. 

The honor, which has come 
to western Canada for the 
first time in the five-year his- 
tory of the Toronto Men's 
Press Club awards, carries 
with it a $400 cash prize and 
a certificate. 

Announcement was made 
Friday afternoon by Norman 
Johnston, president of the To- 
ronto club. 


The competition is open to 
the 95 daily newspapers pub- 
lished in this country. 

The Times entered seven of 
Hutchison’s editorials, cover- 
ing three main topics:
